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New Town Dam 

Nearly Completed 


Thy new dam situated in Die 
Hancock coulee on the north¬ 
east corner of town is about 
completed now trucks having 
been busy this past week grav¬ 
elling the face of it with gravel 
from Temple Hill as the tinisli- 
ing touch to the construction 
of the dam proper. The spill¬ 
way is not finished yet, but 
this is not such a very big job 
compared with the dam itself. 

Built by the Alberta Constr¬ 
uction Co., under contract with 
the Raymond Irrigation Dist¬ 
rict which organization is fin¬ 
ancing the dam the earth work 
started last fall and has contin 
ued throughout the winder, the 
weather being generally favor¬ 
able to this sort of work. Drag 
lines, powered with huge cater¬ 
pillar engines have been going 
steadily moving the earth until 
the coulee is dammed to the 
top with a strong and well built 
dam, and this last week has 
seen the gravel face put on the 
upper side of the structure. 

This project was suggested 
to the Town by the Irrigation 
district officials, who saw in 
the storage capacity of the 
Town’s Middle Coulee dam a 
chance to store irrigation water 
during the high water season 
lands east of Raymond and on 
and spread it over the farm 
to Stirling during the hot sum 
mev season when irrigation 
water from St. Mary’s River 
gets scarce. They suggested to 
the Town that after the Irrig¬ 
ation District put up the dam 
the Town take over and provide 
the extra pipe, pumps, motors 
and other essential equipment 
to put tho hew water supply 
source into Service. After study 
by the Town Council this was 
decidod on Five-eights of a 
*iite of pipe line will have to 
be laid from the new dam to 
hook up with the main pipe lima 
on Broadway and motors, pum- 
IlC power lines etc., will all have 
teto ba installed when Mi? equip¬ 
ment can be obtained. 

It is hoped that with living 
water flowing into the canal 
duritng the high * water sea¬ 
son of the spring and the over¬ 
flow from the floom over the 
coulee during wet seasons cf 
the summer that fresh, soft 
water will be available for use 
in the Town throughout the 
entire year.

The 1912-43 Sugar Factory 
campaign will finish the first 
part of the week after 115 or 
118 days of continuous opera¬ 
tion. Estimates vary from the 
early hours of Saturday morn¬ 
ing till sometime Monday lor 
completion of 1h e slicing and 
then there will lie from 50 to 60 
hours for the wash up and boil 
ing of the last of the sugar un 
i i being shut off as they finish 
their work. 

The last of the car beets ar- 
rved in the yards last Friday, 
the shovel which has been load¬ 
ing I hr l)eets arrived from 
Taval in the wee small hours of 
Friday morning and is busy 
now loading pulp and putting 
beets on the belt. 

The season locally was too 
cool and wet lor first quality 
beets, the fibre of them being 
stringy and tough. This lias r.eo 
rs.dlaled extra treatments to 
the juices to manlain the high 


•quality of the sugar and at 
times has slowed up the extr¬ 
action of the sugar. 

When the last of the juice 
[has been boiled into sugar the 
machinery will b e shut down, 
turbines closed down, Ills, six 
boilers cooled and drained, and 
then the annual overhaul will 
lake place. 

Miles and miles of pipe, hun¬ 
dreds of valves of all sizes, 
fiundreds of electric motors, 
[dozens of pumps, all to tear 
lown, overhaul, renew worn 
•arts and get them ready again 
or the fall campaign of this 
year. 

This has been a good lengthy 
campaign and had the crop 
yielded as was expected the 
campaign would have lasted un 
til the first oF February or 
|onger. We can row start look¬ 
ing forward to the 1943 cam¬ 
paign and hope for all that we 
didn’t get in this year.

Land In North China 

Tlio average annual rainfall in 
Shan*! province, North China, varies 
from It to 21 inriics. Some districts, 
therefore, have slightly more rainfall 
than Winnipeg and others about the 
tame as central Saskatchewan. It 
U an agricultural province, and has 
been for *oine 4,000 years. There arc 
about 181 pcruun^ per square mile! 
Surely we can learn some lessons 
from them. 

They have preserved their soils by 
preventing erosion. This has been 
largely achieved by very skilful 
tillage methods developed through 
generation', of experience and, nbo, 
by terracing slopes and hillsides.

Some day we may realize the 
agricultural value of town and city 
sewage. Mho chief difficulty in its 
u*;o inis been the large volume of 
water. At least two towns in England 
have overcome this by “composting’* 
sewage with other organic wastes. 
The resulting fertiliser sells for $2.. r i0 
per ton, ami the demand greatly 
exceeds the supply.
